WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The President 
today announced that he would appoint 
Col. D. P. Dyer, United States District Ai- 
torney for the Eastern District of Mis- 
sourl, to succeed Mr. Rozier upon the ex- 
piration of his term next March. 

He also made the announcement that he 
would appoint Mr.- Ben. Westhus interna! 
revenue collector for the First Missouri 
district to succceed H. C. .Grenner. 

Representatives Joy and Bartholdt called 
on the President this morning and sub- 
mitted the names of &% applicants for the 
internal revenue cellectorship with their re- 
spective indorsements and merits. 

Mr. Westhus had the endorsement of ev- 
ery member of the congressional commit- 
tee in Bartholdt'’s district and the Presi- 
dent made quick work of the latter and 
decided immediately to appoint Westhus. 

Both these appointments are recognized 
as anti-Kerens. victories and in line with 
the President’s announced intention of rec- 
ognizing the Republican Congressmen from 
St. Louis on all appointments from the city 
and allowing Mr. Kerens to obtain his div- 
idend of appointments in the state outside 
the City of St.* Louis.

Detective Williams, who began the shoot- 
ing Monday morning, shot and killed a man 
who was resisting arrest three years ago. 

Condon is a large and powerful man, 


ing, and he has for years been recognized 
as dangerous and desperate. Detective Wil- 
liams is the smallest.man on the force. 
He’is but few inches over five feet tall, 
and weighs but 100 pounds. 

Detective Willlams is reckoned as one of 
Chief of Detectives Desmond's most _ effi- 
cient men, and he does .not know ,the 
meaning of the wurd fear. it was only a 
week ago that he conducted to hea dquar- 
ters two noted police characters whom he 
arrested on:a cruwded car after a strug- 
Bie. He was tried for killing the prisoner 
who resisted him three years ago and he 
was acquitted by the juy.

Ccnference Was to Have Begun Mon- 
day, but Was Deferred to Wednes- 
day Because of Number. 


Seventy-five models for the official street 
car fender of ‘St. Louls were submitted to 
the Board of Public Improvements Mon- 
day. 

The board had arranged to hear explana- 
tions ef models and designs at the Monday 
meeting, but. when it saw the formidable 
array of competitors, it decided to divide 
them into sections of 2% and hear one sec- 
tion at each of the three sessions. 

The first hearing will be given Wednes- 
day. morning at 10 o'clock and will last as 
far into the day as may be necessary to 
give every reson on the list a chance to 
explain his design. 
he other seésions will be at 10 o'clock 
Thursday morning and 2 o'clock Friday 
afternoon, ~-, 


ALL. INVENTIONS WELCOME. 
“We will give everybody a chance to 
enter. this competition and will hear all 


who have an idea,’ said President Phillips. 

The law is that the board shall consider 
only such models as may be agreed upon by 
the railroad companies. The companies 
undertook to comply with their part of this 
task, but when they saw 75 ideas before 
them ma 4 directed the inventors to take 
them to-the Board of Public Improvements, 
where all might enter the general com- 
petition: 

After all the models shall have been ex- 
plained, the board will pick those it regaras 
ax available and will appoint a time for 
the trial’ of each of them. The one that 
makes the best showing at the trial will be 
selected. 

Among the competitors are Frank Gal- 
ennie. president.of the St. Louis Exposition, 
and charles Sehweickardt, former § state 
senator, 

Most of the designs are neatly and skill- 
fully constructed. Others are crude. 

The perfection of the automatic idea has 
been the object of a majority of the com- 
petitors; the desire being, as one of them 
expressed it, to make presence of.mind and 
quick action by motormen unnecessary in 
the protection of life.

TO PROTECT FOREST PARK 


Commissioner Ridgely Demands a 
Larger Indemnity Bond From 
’ Fair Company. 

At the recommendation of Park Commis- 
sioner Ridgely, the board of public improve- 
ments has asked the Louisiaha Purchase 
Exposition Co. to give a special bond of $35,- 
(w0, in addition to the $10),000 already given, 
to cover damages to the park in the re- 
moval of certain improvements. 

One of these improvements is an iron 
bridge at the west end of the drained lake. 
This is to be removed to make room for 
World's Fair buildings. 

The Worid's Fair corporation filed a bond 
of $1,000 when the Forest Park site was 
taken, to cover damages to the park and 
insur2 the restoration of improvements that 
must be removed in the buliding of the Fair. 

The park commissioner says that the city 
has tne right at any time to demand an 
increase in this bond, should it appear that 
more than the expected destruction of park 
improvements is to be made. 

There was some talk, tor a time, of re- 
moving the Washington bridge, a concrete 
structure .over the Rives Des Peres, and 
one of the finest of park improvemeuts. 
The commissioner says it has been decided 
to let this bridge remain.

FAILED TO DEFEAT 
PULLMAN COMBINE 


COMPANY PERMITTED TO CARRY 
OUT MERGER PLANS. 


MAY BUY WAGNER STOCK 


Judge Tuley of Chicago Denies the Ap- 
plication Made for an 
Injunction. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—Judge Tuley in the 
Circuit Court today declined to issue the 
injunction against the Pullman Palace Car 
Co., asked for by Truman A. Taylor, who 
sought to have that company restrained 
from purchasing the stock of the Wagner 
Sieeping Car Co., with 200,000 shares of 
Pullman stock. 

Mr. Taylor’s attempt to defeat the merger 
took the form of a petition seeking to en- 
join the Pullman Palace Car Co., from 
giving to stockholders of the Wagner Co., 
2u0,000 shares in the consolidated concern, 
these being vaiued at $20,000,000. The action 
was taken following the meeting Dec. 5, 
1899, when the PullMan Palace Car Co., 
agreed to purchase the Wagner Co.’s en- 
tire equipment and business, to change 
the name of the expanded corporation to 
the Pullman Co., ona to increase the stock 
from $54,000,000 to $74,000,000. So many 
aiguments were advanced by the petitioner 
that Judge Tuley felt the need of much 
time to properly consider the matter, and 
has devoted ail posible attention to it 
during the past two years. His decision 
in almost every point is against Mr. Tay- 


or. 

Mr. Taylor alleged that the Pullman 
people had no right under the laws of the 
nation and the state to buy the Wagner 
Co. He said that the company was en- 
deavuring to create a trust and monopoly 
in the sleeping car business of the country 
and preparing to limit and reduce the oper- 
ation and number of cars and to reguiate 
prices. He further alleges that the Wagner 
Co. had not the right to dispose of its 
property under the laws of New York as it 
would thus disable itself from performing 
the duties for which it was organized, 

in regard to the “anti-trust’’ arguments 
hade in the petition and enlarged upon by 
counsel, Judge Tuley held that the trans- 
action by which the two companies became 
one was practically analagous to the ordin- 
ary business transaction of one man buying 
out the business of another.

JEFFRIES AND FITZ. 

Talk of a fight between Fitzsimmons and 
Jeffries for a time threatened the arrange- 
ments for a battle between Sharkey and 
Jeffries. Late reports have it that the 
latter affair has been definitely settled to 
take place, as contemplated, at San Fran- 
cisco. 

For the time being, therefore, the reap- 

pearance of Fitzsimmons has been post- 
poned. It is very questionable if Fitz ever 
seriously wanted a match with Jeffries. 
He claimed that the champion’s offer was 
such that he could not accept it, and that 
if reasonable conditions were proposed he 
would sign articles. 
It is probable that Delaney offered to 
“make it worth while’ for Fitz to appear 
with Jeff. The latter has difficulty'in mak- 
ing matches at all now, and his manager 
would be loth to turn down any chance for 
making money. 

The former champion is probably done for 
all time and perhaps realizes it. However, 
no match that could be made would offer 
a better drawing card than that between 
the present and the former champion, and 
while the chance of their coming together 
appears remote, it is not entirely imposible. 
As a fight, the affair might be excellent. I? 
Fitz is in shape to make a battle for the 
championship he certainly is the most re- 
markable pugilist in history. It is not 
altogether certain that he is not that in 
any case. 

Tom Sharkey does not appear to have a 
chance with Jeffries in the coming battle. 
He has retrograded since he fought at his 
best a few years ago and was not of the 
first flight even then. 

He has another man to whip within the 
month, Peter Maher, and unless he ac- 
complishes that he will not meet Jeffries at 
all, 

MAHER HAS LOST POWER. 

Maher and Sharkey met in New York in 
1897 and the fight went seven rounds be- 
fore it was stopped, neither man having 
any advantage at the end. Both have gone 
back since that time and it is only a ques- 
tion’ of which has dropped the fartherest. 

Maher is said to have lost all that he 
once possessed, and that was never much. 
Sharkey’s iron frame should pull him 
through all right. A victory, however, will 
not entitle him to be considered a strong 
possible victor in the Jeffries contest. 

It is hard to understand how the San 
Francisco public can be expected to turn 
out to witness a battle in which Sharkey 
participates. The memory of the Wyatt 
Earp affair must still be strong in the 
minds of the followers of the game there. 

Managers, however, probably know. 

The decline of the boxing game in Eng- 
land is attested by all who have had ex- 
perience with it. American boxers of only 
average merit go over there and sweep the 
rings of all purses. O’Brien, Harris and 
McCoy have been whipping eveything 
brought before them by the English. Par- 
son Davies, who has been over the water 
until recently has the following to say of 
the subject: 

“The systematic manner in which the 
British pugilists of ail grades and classes 
have been mown down by American invad- 
ers has sadly discouraged the English ad- 
mirers of the manly art,” remarked the 
Parson. “Besides which, they are. s0 
weary, sick and disgusted over the pro- 
longation of the Boer war that public inter- 
est in most forms of sport has sunk to a 
low ebb. Add to that the fact that the 
majority of the English athletes are fight- 
ing at the front, and there.is no reason to 
wonder at the lack of good material. Why, 
the National Sporting Club alone has lost 
over 500 members by the exodus te Africa 
since the trouble began. 

“In any case, as far as the pugilistic 
game is concerned, the Britishers 
never hope to compete successfully with 
our men until they change their boxing 
tactics. Where a Yankee boxer tears in, 
taking a chance to land a knockout, and 
making every blow tell, the English ex- 
ponent spars for points, taps lightly, and 
indulges in a lot of fancy ducking and side- 
stepping, that is pretty toe look at, but 
very ineffective. The consequence. is that 
the average English pugilist finds himself 
all at sea when against an opponent who 
goes after him in the American style.”’

LONG DEFENDS HIS COURSE. 


Explains Method of Distributing Prize 
Money. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Secretary Long 
has addressed to Senator Knute Nelson of 
Minnesota, a long letter defending the 
navy department against what is declared 
to be unfriendly criticism in connection 
with the distribution of prize money and 
bounty. The letter is called forth by one 
trom the senator, asking for information 
on this point, fof the use of a westera 
newspaper. The secretary declares that the 
criticism that the department has discrim- 
inated -in favor of Admiral Sampson and 
against Admiral Schiey in the distributiun 
of prize money and bounty, is unjust be- 
cause the department has no control over 
this matter, the money being distributed 
from the treasury and all questions of law 
and fact relative to prize and bounty hav- 
ing been determined by the courts, 

The secretary calls attention to the laws 
touching prize and bounty as they existed 
at the beginning of the ox war, and 
says that, though advised by the attorncy- 
general that it might make-a distribution, 
the navy department preferred to place the 
matter in the court of claims, and so far 
from displaying favorilsm, adopted tlie 
most effective means in its power to secure 
a just determination by courts of law of 
the rights of all concerned. 

Touching the claim of Admiral Sampsou 
for bounty at Santiago, the secretary says 
that the distribution was made under a de- 
cree of the court of claims, which he cites, 
end from which no appeal:was taken. He 
further points out that, under the prize 
laws, the commander-in-chief of the fleet 
is entitled to his “‘one-tywentieth” of bounty 
by virtue of his positioh as commander-in- 
chief, whether he is personally present dur- 
ing the engagement or not.

“An important meeting of the Western 
Jockey Club will begin at Chicago today. 
Tt will be the last chance for the outlawed 
horsemen to be reinstated, and unless they 


avail themselves of the opportunity they 


Will be unable to make entries in the big 
Stake events of the West. 

. The week that has just ended has been 
a dull one in the racing world. Nothing 
sensational or even noteworthy has been 
done either at San Francisco or New Or- 
l¢ans, and the character of the animals en- 


gaged at Charleston would not justify the 
ope of seeing any new records hung up 
a@t that track. 

The revival of racing at the latter point is 
ig the nature of an experiment, with the 
object of rivaling New Orleans as a center 
for winter sport. At the outset it has fallen 
foul of the New York Jockey Club, which 
has already barred horses racing there. 

This seems to a high-handed pro- 
ceeding, but it will hardly have any. in- 
jarious effect on the racehorse owners now 
at Charleston, for the reason that their 
nags are of such a caliber that It would 
be merely an expense to them to endeavor 
to win a race on the tracks around New 
York, whereas at Charleston they meet 
their own class and have a chance to eara 
winter oats. a 

It would seem, therefore, that if Charles- 
ton ever amounts to anything as a racing 

nter, it will be as a sanitarium for broken 

own stake horses, or as a rendezvous for 
selling platers and plugs that could not 
win elsewhere. With the powerful New 
York Jockey Club arrayed against it, de- 
spite its favorable winter climate. {t has

A stake 
of this value will attract horses from every 
quarter of the United States, and it is not 
too much to say that it will be the reat 
event of the year in the racing world on 
this hemisphere. 

The best horses of the East and West 
will meet under fair and equitable condi- 
tions and St. Louis will -be treated to a 
battle royal for a deg, | prize. 

The Western Jockey Club has assigned 
dates to Kinloch’commencing in April, but 
no announcement of its stakes has yet 
reached the public. It is hardly likely that 
the plant will be allowed to remain idle. 


OPENING DOUBTFUL. 
In view of the fact that it will have the 
local field to itself for its spring meeting,

Under the Present System, He Says, 
the Secretary of State Knows 
Nothing About Public 
Corporations. 


COLUMBUS, 0O., Jan. 6.—Gov: Nash sub- 
mitted his annual message to the Legisla- 
“ture today and’ in it said this about cor 
porations: . 

During the last two years much has been 
sajd on the question as to how corpora- 
tions should be regulated and as to how 
evils which arise from the misuse of cor- 
porate franchises may be minimized or en- 
tirely overcome. Many have thought that 
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publicity is the only sure remedy. 

Because they are created by the state 
and possess certificates bearing tht im- 
press of her seal, people are lied to be- 
lieve that they are safer to do business 
with and are more entitled to recognition 
than are partnerships and individuals. In 
very many cases they are less worthy of 
confidence. They are authorized by the 
state to do business before one dollar of 
Capital stock has been paid. This is an 
unfortunate condition of affairs. 

The state, before she gives these corpo- 
rations her approval and permits them to 
do business, ought to require that all their 
capital stock be paid in money and in- 
vested in the business they propose to 
transact. ‘They ought to make sure of 
this fact by a report made to some compe- 
tent officer. We should go further and re- 

uire these companies to make annual fre- 
Ports, to be filed with and be inspected by 
his office. This report should show, amon 
other things, how much of the capita 
stock has been paid, how the money is in- 
vested, what the assets are, the amount of 
liabilities and the names of the stockhold- 
ers. In fact, there should be such a record 
of every corporation that the people may 
know at all times whether it is worthy of 
credit and confidence. I belleve with some 
guch regulations, Ohio corporations would 
be placed upon a solid financial basis. 

The pudlicity which would be given by 
could not, by any possibility, 
worthy and sound corpora- 
tion. It would protect the public against 
unworthy and failing corporations. AS 
matters now stand, the secretary of state 
knows nothing about a corporation after it 
leaves his oftice with a charter from the 
State. He cannot even tell how many of 
the 40,000 or more corporations chartered 
by the state during the last 50 years are 
now dead, nor how many are still living. 
The state creates the thing, authorizes it 
to do business, sends it out in the cold, and 
knows nothing more about it forever. It is 
high time that a change should be made. 

Fhe governor recommended that a change 
be made in the way in which convict labor 
is at present employed in Ohio, but said 
that the change would involve the expendi- 
ture of large sums of money and trusted 
the legislature would not embark in such 
an enterprise until satisfied that the public 
good requires it and the state could afford 
to spend the money. 

He called attention to the invitation ex- 
tended to Ohio to take part In and make an 
exhibit at the St. Louis Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, asying it would be discreditable 
to Ohio not to be properly represented. 

The Ohio legislature convened today. tn 
biennial! session. Both branches elected the 
officers nominated at the Republican cau- 
cus last Saturday evening.

Mail Wagon Driver John Kellogg 
Startled by Corpse on Sidewalk 
at Daybreak. 


The body of Walter, Moretti was found 
on the street in front of 2118 Market street 
at 4:30 o'clock Monday morning by John 
Kellogg, a driver of a mail wagon, who was 
going to work. . 

The police were notified and the man was 
taken to the City Dispensary, where a 
thorough examination falled to reveal any 
sign of violence. The man was dead, and 
the body was sent to the morgue. 

In the man’s pocket was found a card of 
R. Z. Florentin of a local private detec- 
tive agency. It was at first supposed that 
the dead man was Florentin, and a messen- 
ger was dispatched to his residence at 3644 
Cass avenue. Filorentin was at home and 
he accompanied the messenger to the 
morgue where he said that he Knew the 
dead man by the name of Walter Moretti 
but he could not tell where the man ha 


lived. 

The City Directory gives the name of 
Moretti and shows that he lived at 34 
South Broadway and that he was by oc- 
cupation a Cook. 

he dead man was about 4 years of age. 
In life he weighed about 180 pounds and was 
about 5 feet 8 inches tall. His hair was 
rather thin and was dark brown, sprin- 
kied slightly with gray. He nad a dark 
brown mustache. His teeth were large, 
white and prominent, the upper front teeth 
protruding. 

He was dressed in a dark brown coat and 
vest and gray striped trousers. The ma- 
terial was of cheviot and was not «x- 
pensive. He had a heavy dark brown over- 
He wore a white shirt, a turn-down 
collar and a red teck necktie. There were 
no identifying marks on any of the cloth- 
ing. 

The doctors think the man died from a 
hemprrhage. An inquest will be held.
